• tho farms of the United States. 


To justify tbe expenditure of tlio 


?0,OOO.COO a yc-;;r propose,! by tills bill 
ft cu/'ht to be sho-.vn that all those 
objects are accomplished by this !.»il! 
bolter than tlioy could be by any other 
means: for if the other so called ob- 
jects of the lull—to provide1 cruisers 
and transports—arc tc> be coiy-i'lorcd 
by themselves, it i:j clear that ;i cheap- 
er .iiul surer way of harms ef'ii-ietit 
service ivouid be for the government 
to Iniilsj its own p!iij.'s. 


Just how the bill "ill not promote 


the coiuuit'rco in a manner rit all com- 
mensurate vni'j tho wioruious erpi'mli- 
ture is easily seen by a study of or:e> 
outward voy;ijrr>, taken at random, of 
U;e. steamship New York, a vessel be- 
longing to the International Naviga- 
tion company, tbe chief beiieiieiary of 
tUe bill. 


On her first voyage from Ixe-.v Tori; 


in 1000 this ship carried cargo to the 
value of less than $7<X>,000. and of U:is 
only $tlfi,00<) -v:\s fignculturai prod- 
ucts.

one made by Mr. Strnttou, represent- 
ing before the honae committee in 
January. 3330. the board of undarwrit- 
ers of New York and the American 
bureau of shipping. Mr. Grisconi lias 
repeatedly said that the cost of his 
four fast steamships was ?10.000,OtA>, 
IIr. Stratton. at the bearing nicnttoncd 
above, said, when speaking of the re- 
latiousliip existing between a vessel 
and her cargo. "Say a ship is worth 
?500,000 or Sl.000.000 ami that vense) 
Kfes to sea—the cargo is worth on an 
average twice what that ship Is." iind 
a little later, "If you find a ship is 
worth $500.000, you will find the cargo 
Is worth ?1.100.000 or $1.200.000." 


On this basis a ship worth $2,000,000 


to $2.000.000 ought to have a cargo 
worth from $4.000.000 to $5.000.000, In- 
stead of one worth less thai! three- 
quarters of a million of dollars. 


Surely this ship, which under the 


proposed bill would receive a subsidy 
of a quarter of a million dollars or 
more a year—that is, about one-eighth 
of the entire subsidy to be paid Amer- 
ican steamships already built before 
Feb. 1, 1SEJ9—cannot be said to pro- 
mote commerce or foreign trade or 
provide profitable employment for the 
products of the farm to acy apprecia- 
ble extent.

Some Boston capitalists propose to 


raise frogs on an elaborate scale. An 
organization has been perfected and 
laud has beea purchased, where arti- 
ficial poads are being constructed. 
They will be lined with cement, and 
the smallest will be tan feet long and 
three in width.
